President Signs 
Tax Revision 
Into New Law 


Ike Calls Program 
Monumental Overhaul 
That W ill Help All 
WASHINGTON (J*)—President Ei­ 
senhower today signed into law 
the biggest tax revision program 
in history — what he called a 
“ m onumental” overhaul that will 
“ benefit all Americans.” 
The new law, Eisenhower said 
in a statement, wull “help millions 
of Americans by giving them a 
fairer tax treatm ent.” At the same 
time, he added, it “ will help our 
economy expand and thus add m a­ 
terially to the strength of our na­ 
tion.” 
The new law brings about tax 
reductions of $1,363,000,000 in the 
first year, and more later on, for 
millions of individuals and nearly 
all corporations. 
Initial Tax Cuts 
In all, the initial year’s tax cuts 
will total about $1,363,000,000. This 
will be increased later as the new 
program takes full effect. 
Ten members of Congress look­ 
ed on as the President signed the 
bill.

Holding up the 929-page bill, the 
President grinned and remarked: 
“ I must say that represents a long 
long bunch of work.” 
Eisenhower said the bill is part 
of a comprehensive program which 
since last Jan. 1, “ wull have pro­ 
vided for tax cuts totaling $7.400,- 
000,000— the largest dollar tax cut 
in any year in the nation’s his­ 
tory.”

WASHINGTON WPI—President Ei­ 
senhower today signed into law 
the biggest tax revision program 
in history — what he called a 
“ monumental” overhaul that will 
“benefit all Americans.” 
The new law, Eisenhower said 
in a statement, will “help millions 
of Americans by giving them a 
fairer tax treatment.” At the same 
time, he added, it “will help our 
economy expand and thus ado ma­ 
terially to the strength of our na­ 
tion.” 
The new law brings about tax 
reductions of $1,363,000,000 in the 
first year, and more later on, for 
millions of individuals and nearly 
all corporations. 
Initial Tax Cuts 
In all, the initial year's tax cuts 
will total about $1,363,000,000. Tins 
will be increased later as the new 
program takes full effect. 
Ten members of Congress look­ 
ed on as the President signed the 
bill. Eisenhower kept switching 
pens, using enough so that each of 
the Congress members could have 
one as a souvenir. 
Holding up the 929-page bill, the 
President grinned and remarked: 
“ I must say that represents a long 
long bunch of work.” 
Eisenhower said the bill is part 
of a comprehensive program which 
since last Jan. I, “will have pro­ 
vided for tax cuts totaling $7,400,- 
000.000— the largest dollar tax cut 
in any year in the nation’s his­ 
tory.”

Dogs and cats that have 
been vaccinated by a licensed veterinarian, (ifor which a certificate is available/* within the past 
nine (9) months will not need to be re-vaccinated. All vaccinations shall be administered at the ex­ 
pense of the owner, who shall receive an anti-rabies vaccination tag and certificate.

Under the state quarantine, failure to comply with the order constitutes a 
misdemeanor subject to a $50-$500 fine and-or imprisonment for not more than one year.

COUNTY COURT OF NEW MADRID COUNTY 


AND MISSOURI STATE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


The widespread occurence of rabies among animals in Missouri and New Madrid County has 
made it necessary to use some drastic control measures. An order for the quarantine of all dogs 
and cats in the county has been issued by the State Department of Agriculture. It will be necessary to 
have your dogs and cats vaccinated and keep them on leash or confined within enclosures— prevent­ 
ing them from running at large; to avoid having them picked up as strays. After quarantine is re­ 
moved, non-vaccinated animals will be picked up and destroyed. All vaccinated animals will wear 
rabies vaccination tags. Be sure to get your dogs and cats vaccinated and help make it safe for your 
children and animals. 


Animals henceforth or previously vaccinated by any person other than a licensed veterinarian 
will not be acceptable to this department, and must be re-vaccinated. Dogs and cats that have 
been vaccinated by a licensed veterinarian, “for which a certificate is available,” within the past 
nine (9) months will not need to be re-vaccinated. All vaccinations shall be administered at the ex­ 
pense of the owner, who shall receive an anti-rabies vaccination tag and certificate. (Fee of $1.50 
for each animal). Under the state quarantine, failure to comply with the order constitutes a 
misdemeanor subject ta a $50-$500 fine and-or imprisonment for not more than one year.
